K«'fir Admiral Michael John dc Ro 
hook, who »accorded Vico A«lmir.U Car 
don ns coinmundor of the allied Moot» 
opornting in the Onrdnneilos. is nu ex­ 
port In the use of and defense against 
mines and torpo«l< es. 
lie entered the 
British navy in 1875 at the age of thir­ 
teen and bt'cume a roar adm iral In 
11)11. 
In 11)12 lie was made adm iral of 
patrols, a com m and em bracing all tor- 
pedo craft allotted t«» the coast defense 
In tim e of war and calling for C\pert 
nequaiulnuce with every form of mines 
ami mining. 
The rear adm iral meting vice adm i­ 
ral) is an irishm an and is the second 
son of the fourth Baron do Robeck of 
Gowrnn Grange, Naas, Ireland, 
llis 
brother, the present Barou de Robeck, 
is the only British subject holding a 
Swedish title of nobility. 
He is the 
great-grandson of John llen ry Fock, 
Baron de Robeck, who fought for the 
American cause iu the w ar of inde­ 
pendence. 
He w as a lieutenant in the 
Swedish arm y and with the perm is­ 
sion of ills king joined a French d ra ­ 
goon regim ent sent to this country u n ­ 
der Roebambeau. 
He was wounded at 
the battle of Gloucester an d returned 
to F ranco in 178,5. 
L ater he emigrated 
to Ireland, m arried a daughter of the 
brother of th© llarl of Upper Ossory 
and by act of parliam ent w as natural* 
Ized a subject of George III-

Fletehcr, n sailor parson who acted as 
chaplain for the freeliootcrs of Sir 
Francis Drake, 1« the story of the Urst 
hoax ever engineered by Californians. 
T he joke was on Sir Francis. 
Un­ 
til his lust day he believe«! the Indians 
of California bu«l crowned him tlnMr 
king—king of California, 
As a m atter 
of fact, all tlmy dl«l was to give him 
a feather 
w ar bonnet and perform 
some native rites before him, hoping 
thereby to get their hands in his gift 
box again. 
t 
It lutppeuod in June, 1509. 
Drake 
was looking for the mythical north­ 
w est passage after a successful year 
looting and fifundertng In the Spanish 
colonies. 
His ship, the Coldeu Hind, 
sprung a leak, and D rake put Into a 
little bay, ju st north of the present 
San Francisco, for repair». 
An Indian paddled out to the ship In 
a canoe. 
He scattered feathers on the 
w ater and w ent through a lot of pan­ 
tomime. 
D rake feared to laud until he 
found out tho intent of the native». 
The one Indian w ent back to shore. 
Then, to quote from Chaplain Fletcher: 
“ Ho shortly cam e againe the second 
tim e in like m anner ami so the third 
time, when ho brought with him, as a 
present from the rest, a bunch of feath­ 
ers, much like the feathers of a blaeke 
c ro we, 
very 
neatly 
and 
artificially 
gathered upon a striug and drawn© to­ 
gether In ¡i round bundle, being verle 
clean« an«l finely c u t 
With this also 
he brought a little basket made of 
rushes and filled with an her bo which 
they called to bah, both being tyde to a 
short rodde lie caste into our boute.” 
D rake tried to gtvo presents in re­ 
turn. but tho Indian paddled aw ay 
quickly. 
He took only an old cocked 
hat which sumo sailor had throw n 
overboard. 
T he h a t m ade quite an 
impression on tho tribe apparently, for 
they all gathered around the possessor 
ou tho beach. 
in three days’ tim e D rake concluded 
the Indians were friendly, so landed 
his men and began to unload tho ship. 
A fort was constructed as a m utter of 
precaution. 
While the crew prepared the Golden 
iliiul for sea D rake visited with the 
Indians. 
A tale, apocryphal perhaps, 
says he took an 
Indian chieftain's 
daughter to wife. 
At any rate, he got 
on famously with the savages, aided, 
no doubt, by generous gifts. 
As the tim e neared for Ills departure 
and gifts grew fewer, the Indians a n ­ 
nounced th a t they Intended to give a 
festival 
for 
Drake 
and 
Ids 
party. 
D rake cam e in full arm or, and the In­ 
dians «lanced and played gam es for his 
benefit. 
At th e close of tho ceremonies the 
Indians signaled that D rake was to be 
honored in some way. 
F irst an In ­ 
dian approached bearing w hat Fletcher 
calls “a scepter.” 
D rake accepted this 
kingly accouterment. 
Then a chain 
was placed around his neck, and am id 
great shouting a “crown of leathers’ 
was placed ou his head. 
Drake saw no other m eaning of the 
ceremony than that he had been chosen 
king. 
W ha: they really did was give 
him a pi¡«e, a belt of w am pum and a 
war bouuet. 
Drake drew his men up 
ih Hue and, with a great nourish of 
trum pets and drum s, accepted the king­ 
ship of California. 
As a postscript he 
added that he made no claims to being 
an independent monarch, 
lie was still 
a vassal of '¿uecu EHxabeth. 
He set 
up a monument to th at effect: 
“O ur general caused to be s«>t up a 
mouuiueut of our being there, as also 
of her m ajesties and successors right 
and title to th a t kingdom —namely, a 
plate of brass©, fast nailed to a great«* 
and firme poste; w hereon is engraven 
her grace's name, the day and year of 


our arrival there, and of the free giv 
ing up of the province and ’> ingdotn. 
both by the king and people, unto her 
m ajesties’ 
hands; together with her 
highness picture ami arm s, in a piece 
of sixpence current 
EngiUli 
tnonie. 
shewing it-selfe by a hole made of pur­ 
pose through tho plate; underneath 
was likewise engraven the nam e of 
our general.” 
The hoax was successful. 
After ac­ 
cepting the kingship Drake sent for a 
large assortm ent of gifts for bis sub­ 
ject».—-Knusns City Times.

entity was abolished In 1898. 
Register Teehee Is deeply Interested 
In all efforts for the advancem ent of 
the red man, especially as they con­ 
cern the people in Oklahoma, 
lie said 
recently that, while quite a num ber of 
them are yet restricted as regards their 
property interest», lie hopes "it will be 
but a few years until ail are rendered 
capable and industrious citizens of tbe 
state in tho true sense of American 
citizenship."

The National Museum at W ashington 
Shows 
the 
First 
Crude 
Machines 
Made a* Well aa Originals and Mod­ 
el* of tho First Locomotive*. 


Probably no m useum collection iu the 
world better illustrates tbe develop- 
men; of tbe ateum engine, particularly 
tho ! icomotlre, than tho exhlblt*of the 
Hulled 
Stales 
Nntioun! 
m useum at 
W ashington, which Includes tw o of tho 
earliest original locomotives and nu­ 
merous models and accessories. 
Tho history of tho steam engine is a 
materialistic romance w ithout parallel 
in the record of Ini man achievements, 
it covers tbe stupendous and persist­ 
ent efforts of many early philosophers 
and m echanics who found steam a 
my sterious 
uncontrollable 
force and 
left it a comprehensible controllable 
factor of public service. 
No one knows how long afte r it was 
observed that by holding dow n tbe lid 
of a kettle of boiling liquid a ccrtuln 
force w as created, due k> tbe com­ 
pression of the steam , before any use 
was attem pted with tIlls newly discov­ 
ered force. 
It is certain, however, that 
n sort of steam engine w as exhibited 
iu Alexandria. Egy pt, about 200 y ears 
before our era began, and it was do 
scribed in a work on pneum atics by 
Hero of Alexandria, w ritten between 
130 and 130 B C. 
Tills machine was 
a rotary affair, more theoretical than 
practical, ns were m any of the results 
of philosophy in those day s 
A recon­ 
struction of this engine in model form 
is in the museum exhibits.

pressure engines, the condenser and 
later tlie double acting engine. 
The 
development of the engine was advanc­ 
ed by Cuguot, Evans, llorublow er and 
Murdoch. 
A model of the hitter's eu- 
glno is on display in the museum. 
As the result of a w ager made by a 
resident of M erthy r Ty dfil, an impor­ 
ta n t iron tow n of South Wales, that 
lie could convey a load of Iron nine 
miles by tbe power of steam alone 
Richard Trevithick m ade the first on 
glue to run on ^oils in 1803 and wort 
the w ager for ids employ er the next 
y ear. 
Trevithick it has boon claimed, 
copied the stationary engine built in 
1800 by Oliver Evans, an American, 
who w as later ingenious enough to at 
tael» wheels to a scow and propel It by 
steam through the streets of Philadel­ 
phia in 1801.

Probably no museum collection In the 
world better Illustrates the d ev elo p 
men of the steam engine, particularly 
tho ! (Comotive, than tho ex h ib ite r the 
United States National museum at 
Washington, which includes two of the 
earliest original locomotives aud nu­ 
merous models and accessories. 
The history of the steam engine Is a 
materialistic romance without parallel 
In the record of human achievements. 
It covers the stupendous und persist­ 
ent efforts of many early philosophers 
and mechanics who found steam a 
mysterious uncontrol In blo force and 
left it a comprehensible controllable 
factor of public service. 
No one knows how long after It was 
observed that by holding down the lid 
of u kettle of boiling liquid a certain 
force was created, due rn the com 
prisalon of the steam, before any use 
was attempted with this newly discov­ 
ered force. 
It Is certain, however, flint 
a sort of steam engine was exhibited 
in Alexandria. Egypt, ubout 2<X> years 
before our era began, and it was de 
scribed In a work on pneumatics by 
Hero of Alexandria, written between 
150 and BKI B C. 
Tills machine was 
a rotary affair, more theoretical than 
practical, as were many of the results 
of philosophy In those days

The museum possesses a model of ii 
very early machine designed by Sir 
Isaac Newton in IfiSO wldeb was pro­ 
pelled by a Jet of steam projected 
backward against the air and a model 
of Denis Unpin’* invention of about 
tho same lime. 
The Investigations of 
Savory and Papin aud the successful 
experimental engihes of Thomas New­ 
comen in 1705 with his piston and 
cylinder soon followed. 
Newcomen's 
ideas were Improved by James W att iii 
17fiU, who also Introduced the high 
pressure engines, the condenser and 
later the double acting engine. 
The 
development of the engine was advanc­ 
ed by Cugnot, Evans, Uornblower and 
Murdoch. 
A model of tile latter’s ell- 
gino is on display in tile museum. 
As the result of a wager made by a 
resident of Merthyr Tydfil, an Impor­ 
tant iron town of South Wales, that 
he could convey a load of Iron nine 
miles by the {lower of steam alone 
Richard Trevithick made the first en 
glue to run on ^alls in 1803 and wort 
tile wager for his employer the next 
year. 
Trevithick it has been claimed, 
copied the stationary engine built In 
1800 by Oliver Evans, an American, 
who was later ingenious enough to at­ 
tach wheels to a scow aud propel It by 
steam through the streets of Philadel­ 
phia In 1804.

The other original

museum is the John Bull, built by 
George Stephenson A Sons of England 
and shipped to America for use iii 1831 
on Hie Camden and Amboy railroad. 
It is interesting to recall that this old j 
relic of early railroading in America 
made a round trip under Its own steam 
in 1803 from New York to Chicago, 
where It was exhibited at the World's 
Columbian exposition. 
Among tin models of early and his­ 
toric locomotives arc George Stephen- 
son’* Rocket, which was built in 1829; 
the IL and O. engine Tom Thumb, built 
by Peter Cooper In 1*29; the#trasshop- 
per type engine Arabian of 1831; the 
Best Friend, used in 1830-1; Baldwin’s 
Old Ironsides, constructed In 1832; 
the 
Sandusky, 
built

1837, 
and 
models of engines made by Amu Whit­ 
ney In 1840 and G. A. Nicholls in 
1848. 
Besides the two locomotives and 
the numerous engine models, there are 
in the exhibit coach and car models, 
sections of rails, spikes, wheels and 
models and parts of valves, piston* 
and other early accessories pertaining 
lo locomotive* and railroads.
